COTTON AND PEANUT 
FARM ALLOTMENTS 
TO BE SET 

Acreage allotments for. the 
1963 upland cotton and pea- 
nut crop are now being estab- 
lished for all the eligible farms 
in Coffee County, according to 
Roy L, Ellis, chairman, Ag- 
ricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation County Commit- 
tee. Notices of the allotments 
will be mailed to farm opera- 
tors in advance of the Decem- 
ber 11 referendum on market- 
ing quotas. If at least two- 
thirds of the growers voting 
approve quotas, the quotas 
will go into effect on cotton 
for the 1963 crop and on pea- 
nuts for the next three crops. 
Marketing penalties will ap- 
ply to any “excess cotton and/ 
or peanuts produced on the 
farm (in instances where a 
farmer does not comply with 
his acreage allotment), and 
price support on the crop will 
be available at the full an- 
nounced level.

Improved 


MONTGOMERY — Coffee 
County's economy got another 
boost of more than a quarter- 
million dollars this month with 
the awarding of four new high- 
way construction contracts by 
the State Highway Department, 

Highway Director Sam En- 
gelhardt revealed that work 
on the more than 12 miles of 
highway improvements are 
scheduled to get underway 
within the next two weeks. 
“This construction, including 
new drainage and grading; and 
additional base and paving, is 
designed to make Coffee Coun- 
ty’s road system safe and ef- 
ficient for meeting the grow- 
ing transportation demands 
within the county.” 

Engelhardt said that con- 
tracts for improvements have 
been awarded to the Green 
Construction Company of Uni- 
on Springs. All the work will 
be done under state special— 
aid and federal—aid programs. 

The largest single ‘project 
will be for improvements to a 
county road from Victoria to 
Hall's Creek toward Old Ta- 
bernacle Church and a spur 
north toward New Hope, a dis- 
tance of approximately six 
miles. Overall cost of this pro- 
ject is estimated at $122,500. 

Engelhardt said county for- 
ces and equipment will do the 
grading and drainage work, 
while the base and paving will 
be done by Green Construction 
Company. 

A second project, at an esti- 
mated cost of $95,400, calls for 
grade, drainage, base and pav- 
ing of more than four miles 
on a road from McCall’s store 
via Tight Bye Creek to the 
Elba-Samson highway. The cou- 
nty will do the grading and 
drainage work, and Green Con- 
struction Company will do the 
base and paving. 

Another project is for im- 
proving the county road from 
Morris ‘store to Holly Mi 
Creek at an estimated cost of 
$20,400 for the approximately 
two miles of work. And the 
road from the Damascus Fire 
Tower to the Turner Cross- 


road - New Brockton Road, al- 


most two miles, is scheduled 


for improvements at a cost of 
some $17,700. 


County forces and equip- 


ment will do the grade and 
drainage work on these two 
projects, and Green Construc- 
tion Company will do the base 
and paving work. 

,Agreements for the construc- 
tion was made between Gov- 
ernor John Patterson and En- 
gelhardt and Coffee County of- 
ficials.

The higher the aver- 
eee. : | age educational attainment of 
the people in a community the 
more desirable the community 
will be as a place in which 
to live. 

But there are other and 
more fundamental differences 
which do not meet the eye. 
The poor communities have 
more crime, more juvenile de- 
lingvency, more poverty, mis- 
ery, illness, drudgery, drunk- 
enness and broken homes. It 
is in such communities that 
major government expendi- 
tures are made for public as- 
sistance, slum clearance, and 
other forms of governmental 
assistance. 

In a community in which 
the majority of workers are 
college graduates, the average 
per capita income is likely to 
be nearly $4,000 per year more 
than average income in a 
community whose wage earn- 
ers average only a high school 
education. 

Difference in income level 
is the major reason why some 
communities are more attrac- 
tive and are so much more de- 
sirable as places in which to 
live than are others, With 
high levels of income go also 
the tastes and appreciations 
which create a better commun- 
ity environment in which to 
live and rear children. 

Let us compare income in 
two communities on the basis 
of differences in educational 
achievement. Assume that 1,- 
000 heads of families constitute 
the major income earned in 
each community. If the aver- 
age educational achievement is 
completion of high school, the 
income of the community may 
be estimated at roughly $5 
million per year. If in the sec- 
ond community the average 
educational achievement is 
completion of college, the in- 
come of the community will 
be about $9 million per year. 
The additional educational le- 
vel accounts for an increase 
of 80 per cent in community

“LETS GO FISHING” 

Since I am naturally self 
prejudiced 1 think that fishing 
can be the most relaxing hob- 
outdoor sports, and help pro- 

We never know when we 
are going to die or the cayse 
but the more pressure our 
heart is taxed the shorter our 
lives will be. I feel that fish- 
ing is the most relaxing of all 
outdoor sports, and help pro- 
long your life if you proceed 
with this in mind, 

Many people never find the 
time to go fishing and miss 
out in much pleasure and en- 
joyment, to say nothing of en- 
joying the beautiful scenes of 
mother nature, I have been 
told of some people over do- 
ing it, of course. I wouldn't 
call any names because it 
could come close to home. 

Much time is spent by peo- 
ple trying to decide when is 
the best time to go fishing. 
The best advice I have to of- 
fer is go fishing when you 
can get off and have the urge. 

I don’t believe in going 
fishing on tips from others 
who have been and caught fish 
as many things are involved 
as to why they caught fish on 
any given day. 

My suggestion as to the best 
time to go fishing is to study 
the signs of mother nature, 
what ‘you find in newspapers, 
almanacs, and the weather 
conditions, for where you plan 
to go fishing. The tides play 
a big part in catching fish in 
salt water, or bays, and fresh 
water rivers, creeks, and lakes 
that empty into the bay or 
gulf within 35 miles or more. 

The best time to catch 
flounders in the bay is on a 
low tide in the deeper holes 
with seed, shrimps, worms, and 
artificial spin lures, An incom- 
ing tide or flood tide, churns 
and causes the fish to feed 
more. 

Fishing is always better 
when the tides are on the 
move. Ebb tides or outgoing 
tides are next best to incom- 
ing, or flood tides. Fish bite 
the least on a slack tide which 
occurs when the water stops 
running out (low tide) or when 
it stops running in (high tide). 

With an incoming tide along 
with more food it brings in 
from the gulf, bay, etc. it 
makes it possible to fish areas 
too shallow or a low tide 
which makes for better fish- 
ing, also along the edges of 
the water or on the banks as 
well as out in the bay or boy- 
ous for speckle trout and red 
fish. Now is the time for them 
to be caught.

begins, Below that point fish- 
ing is not too good pecause it 
causes a low pressure condi- 
tion in the weather with winds, 
rains, and at time storms thre-

I think mother nature causes 
a fish to sense a low pressure 
condition and the effect is to 
cause them to stop feeding 
and go down in deep water 
which also make fish hard to 
find. Sudden changes in the 
temperature or the weather 
cause fish to stop feeding. 


Generally speaking, fish like - 


the same kind of weather you 
do, bright and clear, with a 
slight breeze. With the wind 


out of the west to the south. 


west the fish bite the best. 
The fish bite the least when 
the wind ig out of the east. 
When the wind is out of the 
north the fishermen don’t go 
forth. . 

There are 3 important things 
to master about fishing, name- 
ly, WHEN, WHERE, and HOW. 

I have already given you my 
verson of WHEN to fish. 
WHERE to fish is most impor- 
tant. You should fish any giv- 
en area enough to learn where 
the best spots are if it is 
known to be a good fishing 
area, The more you know the 
more fish you will catch, 

I have fished the same spots 
in several areas for ten and 
twelve years and always catch 
fish in these spots after I have 
proven them to be good. 

There are many barren 
spots in any given area that 
will not produce fish. You 
must learn these spots and the 
reason or at least avoid them. 
Save time by fishing the spot 
you always catch fish if the 
local weather conditions are 
favorable, 

The above is true in salt wa- 
ter as well as fresh water 
fishing. 

The temperature of the wa- 
ter plays a most important 
part in catching or not catch- 
ing fish. 

Salt water is softer than 
fresh water and as the fall 
and winter weather comes in 
salt water becomes more acti- 
vated. Shrimp, as well as all 
shell fish, are more plentiful, 
also they grow faster, and ev- 
ery kind of salt water fish 
feed more, so more are caught. 

Fresh water fish are most 
active in the spring and early 
summer, but don’t under esti- 
mate the chances of fresh wa- 
ter fishing in the early fall 
and early winter, also with 
pleasant to cool weather to 
enjoy. Fish will also bite good 
up in the day as well. :

NYSTAGMUS 

Nystagmus is an involuntary 
rapid movement of the eyeball. 
The word is derived from the 
Greek nystazein, meaning to 
nod. This abnormal movement 
of the eye may be from side to 
side, up and down, rotatory, 
or a mixture of these move- 
ments, 

The causes for nystagmus 
are numerous. Certain types 
are due to muscle weakness 
within the eye, the muscles 
being unable to hold the eyes 
in lateral or side gaze. 

When the speed and range 
of abnormal eye movements 
are equal, the nystagmus is 
called pendular; and when 
there is slow drifting followed 
by quick recovery, it is called 
jerk, A drifting away of the 
eye from the object looked at 
is known as the slow phase, 
which is followed by a quick 
recovery movement or quick 
phase. Phenomena s¢éuch as 
these are said to be found in 
about half of the population, 
according to eye specialists. 

Optikokinetic or railway ny- 
stagmus is a common occur- 
ence when looking at a moving 
object. Fixation nystagmus oc- 
curs when gazing fixedly at an 
object. Other types of nystag- 
mus may be due to poor func- 
tioning of the fixation reflexes 
of the eye. 

The usual cause of nystag- 
mus is poor vision resulting in 
most cases from congenital de- 
fects in the eye such as catar- 
acts, corneal disease, or devia- 
tions from the normal in the 
retina or in the optic nerve. 
Because the visual clearness is 
very low, the eyes are unable 
to fixate well and nystagmus 
develops. 

Nystagmus due to disease of 
the central nervous system or 
of the inner ear should be di- 
agnosed early and properly 
treated. It is important that 
the eye specialist be seen in 
order to recognize the type 
and cause of nystagmus. It 
could be the first indication 
of a disease of the central ner- 
vous system, brain abscess, or 
brain tumor. 


Vets Cautioned 
About Defaults 


Veterans planning to use 
their: guaranteed homes on 
‘trade-in’? deals for newer 
or larger homes were caut- 
ioned today by the Veterans 
Administration that they can 
still be held responsible for 
any claims resulting from 
mortgage defaults on the 
old property. 

Clyde A. Harris, Loan 
Guaranty Officer at the VA 
Office in Montgomery, ex- 
plained that examination of, 
GI mortgage foreclosure has 
shown instances where vet- 
€rans conveyed title and a 
GI mortgage balance to 
builders and sellers as 
trade-ins on homes with 
other than GI approved fin- 
ancing. The holders or sub- 
sequent purchasers defaulted 
on the payments, leaving the 
Original veteran -buyer liable 
for the resulting claim. 

Veterans contemplating 
using their GI homes as 
trade-ins should consult the 
VA Regional Office for ad- 
vise and instructions, Harris 
said. 

Where the VA can approve 
the prospective purchaser 
of the GI guaranteed mort- 
gage, an official release can 
be granted by the VA which 
absolves the original vet- 
eran-buyer of any  sub- 
sequent foreclosure claims. |
